Dr, William R. Quine said last evening, 
however, thet Mrs. Mizner was in no imme- 
Mate danger. He said that if she died it 
would not be due to appendicitig or the oper- 
ation but in consequence of complications. 
He thought she might get well. 

An emergency operation was performed 
a: 2 o'clock Thursday afternoon and yes- 
terday the case appeared to be somewhat 
more hopeful. Dr. J. B. Murphy, assisted 
by bis associate, Dr. James F. Neff, per- 
formed the operation at the residence Dr. 
Quine was present, as were Dr. Sanger 
Brown and Dr. Wynys Andrews. Mrs, Mis- 
ner did not want to go to a hospital and the 
exigency of the cage was another reason 
why the operation was performed at her 
residence. 

Following a night of considerable pain Mrs: 
Mizner said yeaterday that she felt much 
easier and was sure she would be tored 
to health. Her secretary, Miss Fitzpatrick, 
is her faithful attendant, with two trained 


nurses. 
Mr. Misner Not Notified. 

Mr. Migner has not been notified of his 
wife’s Ulness. Me 16 in San Francisco. He 
was in Chicago three weeks ago, but he 
didn’t get to see Mrs. Mizner, who is con- 
vinced that her marriage of the youthful Cai- 
ifornian last January about a month after 
the death of her husband, the traction miill- 
ionaire, was a mistake. 

“Mrs. Mizner,” said Dr. Quine last even- 
ing, just after visiting his patient, “is doing 
fairly well. I do not consider her in im- 
mediate danger. The operation was success- 
ful and there is no apprehension to be feared, 
in my belief, from the appendicitis, although 
complications may ensue. Mrs. Misner had 
one or two previous attacks of appendicitis, 
but u was not until last Tuesday that the 
diseuse became so pronounced that en oper- 
ation was deemed necessary.“ 

Dr. Quine has been attending Mrs. Mizner 
since her arrival in this city three months 
ago, Mrs. Misner has been suffering from 
nervous prostration. There was so much 
publicity following the marriage that she was 
driven well nigh distractéd. Everything that 
she did was the subject of comment from one 
end of the country to the other, and finally 
she decided to live in strict seclusion. 


Living in Strict Retirement. 

Since she came to Chicago no one has been 
able to see her or talk to her except her 
attorney, Clarence A. Knight. Her servants 
have had strict orders to answer no inquiries 
concerning her, and during the brief period 
of Mizgner’s stay in town it was said at the 
Michigan avenue dwelling that Mrs. Yerkes 
had not been in Chicago for a month. 

In pursuance with the usual policy of 
gecrecy efforts were made to keep from the 
public the fact that a critical operation had 
been performed. It was said that the chief 
reason for the secrecy was to prevent the 
news from reaching Mizner, who hag devoted 
considerable energy since his wife left him 
in New York to have a heart to heart talk 
with her with the object of effecting a recon- 
ciliation.

With the disappearance of Leonard and 
Mary Faulkner, 10 and! 12 years old re- 
vely, from their home, 8924 Langley 
ne, Thursday wfterhoon the police have 
a mystery that thus far bas baffied them. 
Four theories are advanced: That they were 
drowned by aocident, or murdered, or kid- 
naped, or that they may have run away from 
home. They were pupile at Holy Angels’ 

parochial school tn Oakwood boulevard. 

They were last. seen on the lake front pier 
at Thirty-ninth street, where they had gone 
to fish. Search is being made by the police 
for a one armed man who was with them on 
the pler and who has not been seen since 
their disappearance. 

Promise to Return Home Soon. 

The children left home Thursday after- 
noom accompanied by Margaret McDermott, 
a school friend. They told their mother they 
would return home within a short time. 
Arriving at the pier the boy dropped hie line 
inta the water, but caught no fish. His sister 
then took the pole, but with no better suc- 
Sass. Until 5 o’clock the children moved 
about the pier in a vain effort to take home 
a “big catch.” At that time they were 
joined by the one armed man. 

* Here,” he called to Leonard, as he ap- 
proached’ them, let me take that pole and 
I will teach you how to fish.” The pole was 
placed in his hand asd he tossed the line into 


the water. Margaret McDermott waited for = 


several minutes to see the one armed man 
pull in a fish, and then, becoming impatient, 
left for home, hearing Leonard's parting 
éjaculation to tell mamma we will soon be 
home.“ This was the last seen of the chil- 


dren. 
Search Is Begun. 

When they failed to return home at 9 
o’clock their father, John P. Faulkner, be- 
came alarmed and notified the Staston ave- 
nue police. Search was made for them 
about tae pier and the lake was dragged, but 
without result. 

Working on the theory that the children 
might have boarded an outgoing freight 
train, detectives were detailed to make in- 
quiries along the Michigan Central and Im- 
nois Central railroads, but efforts there also 
proved fruitless. The police are now bending 
every effort to locate the one armed man. 

“We have not abandoned efforis to find 
the children,” said Lieut, Moore of the Stan- 
ton avenue station, “ but it appears that 
both have disappeared in a most mysterious 
manner. It ie possible that both may have 
tallen into the lake and deen drowned, but, 
inasmuch as a th search was made 
there today, thdt is hardly likely.” 


Father Thinks Them Drowned.

Faulkner had objected to his children going 
to the lake, and had said that the fishing 
tadkle belonging to his son should be de- 
etroyed.

Sugar Trust’s Turn Next. 

In deciding to prosecute the Standard Ol) 
company the president is only proceeding 
along the lines of a well considered program. 
He proposes to attack other corporations, 
and the next in order surely will be the sugar 
trust, of which the president has said: 

“The attorney gemeral reports to me that 
the investigation now going on as to ship- 
ments by the sugar trust over the trunk lines 
running out of New York City tends to show 
that the sugar trust rarely, if ever, pays the 
lawful rate for transportation, and is thus 
improperly and probably unlawfully fa- 
vored at the expense of Ite competitors and of 
the general public.“ 

While the basis of the prosecution in the 
Standard Oil cases will be the Elkins law, 
and while the great corporation and its offi- 
cers will be charged with receiving unlawful 
rebates and concessions from the railroads, 
the character of the suits will be different 
in different places. That is to say, acting on 
his previous program, the attorney general 
will direct a district attorney to institute 
suits charging conspiracy whenever there is 
a reasonable chance that they can secure a 
conviction. Conspiracy is a crime and it is 
punished by imprisonment. Receiving re- 
bates from a railroad is a misdemeaor and 
can be punished by fine only. 


Can’t Imprison Standard Oil. 

The Standard Oil company cannot well be 
imprisoned, so the conspiracy law can be in- 
voked only in cases where the evidence is 80 
strong as to convict one of its officials of an 
actual conspiracy with railroad officials to 
secure illegal rebates. 

Thie course was followed before Judge Me- 
Pherson at Kansas City. The packers as cor- 
porations and the Burlington and Quincy 
railroad were fined $15,000 each because that 
is the only way a corporation can be reached. 
In the case of Thomas and Taggart of New 


fine but to serve short terms in the peni- 
tentiary, it was held that they actually con- 
spired with a lot of dry goods firms and 
others, and succeeded in obtaining illegal re- 
bates from the railroad. This constituted a 
conspiracy under the federal law, and these 
two men were sentenced to imprisonment on 
that account, while Judge McPherson recom- 
mended that ‘the members of the firms for 
which. they worked on commission should be 
prosecuted in the same way. 

The mixed prosecutions against the Stand- 
ard Oil company as a corporation, and against 
any one of its officers as an individual, will 
be instituted In every place where the local 
district attorney can satisfy the attorney 
general tWere is a probable chance of con- 
viction, and probably identical action will be 
taken in the case of the sugar trust.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY. MORRISON 
HONORED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Selected as Special Prosecutor for the 
Department of Justice in the Com- 
ing Suits Against the Standard 0 
Trust—His Resignation of Present 
Position to Be Announced 6600 
Politicians Busy . on 
His Successor. 


Washington, D. C., June 22.— [Special. 
The announcement that District Attorney 
Morrison of Chicago will soon resign his 
Office to act as counsel for the government in 
the Standard Oil prosecutions caused a flut- 
ter tonight im Illinois. political circies here. 

It was expected that Attormey Morrison 
would retire with the official announcement 
of the close of the prosecution of the beef 
trust, but there was no certainty of anything 
of the kind. Some time ago a. strong effort 
was made to induce him to agree to surrender 
his office when this prosecution should*end, 
but it was unsucceseful. He could have 
continued to hold the job until the close of 
his term hed he so wished. 

Throughout the discussion of federal ap- 
pointments at Chicago no consideration has 
been given to the district attorneyship be- 
cause a vacancy was not expected at least 
until fall. 

Who will succted District Attorney Morri- 
son, now. that it is announced he will re- 
Unquish the district attorneyship, has not 
been determined. Edwin W. Sims, Who is 
attorney general for the department of com- 
merce and labor, has been considered and 
unquestionably could ‘have the office if he 
wanted It. 


Sims Considered Before. 

When Judge Bethea resigned the district 
attorneyship the position was offered to Sims, 
but he declined it, preferring the position he 
now holds. 

Attorney Sims is a resident of the same dis- 
trict as Congressman Mann, and is one of the 
latter’s earnest supporters. 

The greatest confidence in his ability and 
judgment is. felt by the president and Secre- 
tary Metcalf. He has been consulted by 
these officials on most of the important ques- 
tions which have been considered by the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, particu- 
larly in connection with the beef and Stand- 
ard Oil investigations by Mr. Garfield, com- 
missioner of corporations. 

On request of the secretary of state Attor- 
ney Sims was assigned recently to aid in 
negotiations with Great Britain relative to 
the Bering sea seal question. He probably 
will. go to Alaska this summer to make an 
investigation on the ground. 


To Be Offered to Chicagoan. 

If Attorney Sims is disinclined to accept 
the district attorneyship, the place probably 
will be offered to some other Chicago lawyer. 
Senator Hopkins has a candidate, but de- 
clines to reveal who he 18. 

Senator Cullom has no special man in view, 
but merely wants a capable, clever lawyer 
of high standing, who can be depended upon 
to do his duty fairly and satisfactorily. There 
will be many important. federal cases arising 
in Chicago, and it Is advisable to have a dis- 
trict attorney able to take care of them. 

It is expected that the question of Mot 
rison’s successor will be determined at the 
same time as other federal officers are 
chosen. This will be within the next few 
days. 

Postmaster Busse and Frank Smith, col- 
lector of internal revenue, are expected here 
to confer with Senators Cullom and Hopkins 
tomorrow about filligg the vacancy whic 
will exist in the office of appraiser as a resul 
of the proposed transfer of Luman T. Hoy 
to the marshalship as successor to John 
Ames, who will be appointed collector. 
Thomas O'Shaughnessy still has the best 
chance, so far as is known, of obtaining the 
appraisership.

History of the Cases. 

The indictments upon which the various 
defendants fined today were tried were re- 
turned on Dec. 18, 1905. George L. Thomas 
of New York City, a freight broker, and his 
chief clerk, L. B. Taggart, were convicted 
of securing rebates from railways on ship- 
ments from New York to St. Loulsand Kan- 
sas City dry goods concerns. 

The Armour Packing company, Swift & 
Co., Cudahy & Co., and the Nelson Morris 
Packing company were tried jointly and con- 
victed on the charge of accepting concessions 
from the Burlington railroad, in connection 
with connecting lines, on packing house prod- 
ucts for export via New York. 

The Burlington railroad company was con- 
victed on four counts of granting concéssions 
to the packing companies. The penalty pro- 
vided in the case of the packers and the Bur- 
lington involves a fine of from $1,000 to $20,- 
000 on each count, but not imprisonment. 


Attorney General Pleased. 

Washington, D. C., June 22.—Upon being 
asked concerning the action of Judge Mc- 
Pherson at Kansas City today in his decision 
against the Armour, Swift, Morris, and 
Cudahy packing companies, the Burlington 
railroad, and the individual defendants, Tag- 
gart and Thomas, the attorney general said: 
The sentence of imprisonment imposed 
for the first time upon persons guilty of re- 
bating will, in my judgment, have the most 
potent effect in checking the widespread 
practice of unlawful discriminations.”’ 

Attorney General Moody has always been 
of the opinion that if a person guilty of re- 
ba ting could be imprisoned for it the prac- 
tice would soon be broken. The Wilkins law, 
however, contained no provision for such a 
sentence, and it became necessary for Mr. 
Moody, in order to put into effect his theory, 
to find some other means for doing so. He 
discovered that under the authority of the 
Supreme court of the United States, in the 
case of Clune versus the United States, a con- 
spiracy to commit a erime against the United 
States, itself punishable only by fine, the 
defendant also might be punished by im- 
prisonment. He directed the United States 
attorney in each district that in the event 
of obtaining a conviction upon a charge of 
conspiracy of this kind, you are directed to 
present to the court the desirability of in- 
flicting the penalty of imprisonment, to the 
end that those unlawful practices, which have 
received almost universal condemna tion, 
may he discouraged and prevented as far as 
existing laws will accomplish that result.“

WISCONSIN MAY SUE RAILROADS 
FOR MILLIONS. . 


Decision’ of Supreme Court Upholding 
Ad Valorem. License Act Encour- 
ages Attorney General to Urge 


VYears—-Raliroads Expected to Pay 
Without Court Proceedings—C. and 
N. W. "Owes 828,000. 


Madison, Wis., June 22,—[Special.)—Wis- 
consin soon may sue the various railroads of 
the state for back taxes on rebates, under the 
ad valorem act, now that the Supreme court 
has decided the law constitutional. Accerding 
to Attorney General Sturdevant the taxes on 
rebates during the last six years foots up to 
$1,500,000. But the state may institute sults 
covering a larger period. 4n such event sev- 
eral millions may be recovered tp the state 
treasury. 


May Pay. Without Suits. 

Following the decision of the Supreme 
court yesterday sustaining the ad vaiorem 
law—though the imposition of $10,000 fines 
on each of four roads was reversed—it is 
expected by the state officials that there 
will be a rush by rajlrodd companies to pay 
their back taxes. StHould the companies do 
this about a dozen suits against them will 
be dismissed.

Murder of Mrs. Hollister.

She intended to 
purchase some flowers for the funeral of a 
friend, and also planned to visit a neighbor- 
ing grocery ard a jewelry store for the pur- 
poze of roaking some purchases. Mrs. Hol- 
lister feilec ic return home in the evening, and 
her husband asked the police to search for 
her. All night the search was prosecuted, 
withou: result. The following morning the 
body) of a woman, later identified as that of 
Mrs. Hollister, was discovered lying in the 
rear of u barn at 865 Belden avenue. 

About the neck was a thin copper wire by 
which the woman apparently had been 
strangled to death. Her clothing was torn 
in many places, indicating that she had been 
muracrec after a flerce struggle. The barn 
near vhich the body was found was occu- 
pied as a carpenter shop by the elder Ivens, 
and it was the son who discovered the body. 

Te latter was arrested, and, after severe 
eres s-questioning by Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuettler and Inspector Lavin, Ivens made 
a confeseion. Later he repeated the con- 
fession, acknowledging the crime, and telling 
the detailed story of the murder to Assistant 
State’s Attorney Olson and Coroner Hoffman.

Philadelphia’ Judge Decides Railroad 
Has No Right to Prevent Player 
Risking Death at Crossing. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 22.—(Special.)— 
That a golfer’s passion for his game out- 
weighs his love of life and limb was decided 
judicially tonight by Judge Martin of the 
Common Pleas court, who denied the Penn-. 
sylvania railroad an injunction restraining 
the Bala Golf club from using one of the ra- 
road’s crossing as part of its course. 

It's deadly, but it’s golf,“ is an epitome 
of the judge’s decision. He said: 

“It appears the use made by. the defend- 
ants of the crossing in question is for the pur- 
pose and pastime of golf, and is attended with 
serious risk and danger, and that the land has 
been deliberately arranged by the defend- 
ants to include the use of the crossing, al- 
though at an earlier date the ground was laid 
out in another manner. 

„ Whlle the use of this crossing by the de- 
fendants may be regarded as unwise and 
highly imprudent on the part of those who 
go use it, or authorize its use, the complain- 
ant's right to restrain the defendants is not 
clear or free from doubt. The injunction 
therefore is refused.

The ground taken was 
that under the city ordinance the mayor had 
no choice in the matter, but must issue a 
license to any qualified applicant. The Su- 
preme court reverses this judgment. It lays 
down the principle that the mayor may use 
diseretion in issuing saloon licenses, and 
that bis discretion should not be overruled 
by the courts unless it appears to have been . 
} exercised in a plainly abusive manner, 

In discussing the case the Supreme court 
says: “ We apprehend that no one will 
seriously contend that a saloon adjacent to 
or in the immediate neighborhood of a public 
School will not tend in a greater or less de- 
gree to demoralize and disturb schoo) chil- 
dren.” The court is therefore “ clearly of 
the opinion that in the case under consid- 
eration there was no abuse of discretion ”’ 
on the part of the mayor justifying the 
granting of the writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the issuance of the license applied for. 

The decision is welcome. For nearly a 
decade it has been the general practice of the 
mayor to refuse licenses for saloons in 
residence neighborhoods or in close proxim- 
ity to schools or churches. Until récently 
the lower courts sustained this practice. | 
Within jwo or three years, however, these 
courts have shifted to the position that the 
mayor lacked discretion and must grant a 
license to every applicant qualifying under 
the ordinance, whatever the proposed loca- 
tion for the saloon. This decision will re- 
store the earlier practice of the lower courts. 
If the mayor believes that the presence of 
a proposed saloon in a particular neighbor- 
hood will be out of keeping with its-general 
character, or otherwise prejudicial to its 
moral welfare, he may refuse to issue the 
license, and the courts will not interfere, 
provided his action is not plainly unreason- 
able. 

The mayor may in particular refuse li- 
censes. for saloons near public schools, 
Mayor Dunne says it has been the practice 
of himself and of his predecessor to refuse 
licenses for salodns within 250 feet of any 
public school or any church. Careful scru- 
tiny would perhaps reveal a considerable 
number of violations of this rule. It is a 
reasonable rule, however, and this new de- 
cision should help to establish it firmly in 
practice. The same rule should alsé be fol- 
lowed in respect to private schools and other 
educational or social institutions where 
children or young people resort. The Su- 
preme court has done public morals a real 
service by rendering the decision in ques- 


tion.

The senate has ended its protracted resist- 
mee to the construction of the Panama lock 
kanal. There was room for difference of 
opinion, but the advocates of the sea level 
canal have heeded the desire of the country 
in yielding to the majority and securing a 
canal of some kind at the earliest possible 
date. Secretary Taft talks cheerfully of a 
finished canal by 1914, but no one will be 
surprised to learn in 1914 that the work will 
take a little longer. 

There is no obstacle in the way. The only 
thing left to dois to dig. The president 
and the secretary of war will be eager to 
make as good a showing as possible before 
they retire from office. In the choice of a 
successor to Secretary Taft the prime de- 
sideratum will be ability to work in har- 
mony with the engineers of the canal. No 
time must be lost in bickering or the em- 
ployment of inefficient men, machinery, or 
methods. Even those who believe that a 
grave error is being made in constructing 
a lock canal will be glad to have the day 
hastened when their predictions will be veri- 
fied or proved false. 

The government has plenty of informa- 
tion as to the wrong way to goto work. The 
French company committed almost all the 
blunders possible, and the American ¢om- 
mission can profit by their experiences. 
But the government’s information is not 
merely negative. The time that has passed 
since the United States assumed control has 
not been lost. Problems of sanitation and 
transportation have been worked out.. The | 
kind of labor whith may be used to best ad- 
vantage, the number of hours a day which 
may be profitably. employed, the source of 
supplies, the manner of payment, and a 
multiplicity of other minor matters are be- 
yond the experimental stage. 

There will be two presidential, elections. 
before the earliest date suggested for the 
completion of the canal. No man ean be 
elected president who is not pledged to do 
everything in his power tosecure the realiza- 
tion of the national desire, The canal is 
vital to the prestige of the United States 
in the Pacific ocean politically and commer- 
clally. It would be eminently fitting that 
the hundredth anniversary of the close of 
a war fought in defense of the rights of 
American seamen should be celebrated by 
the opening of the canal linking the two 
oceans in which the American navy hae 
won fame. ;

not long after the arrival of the prince and 
princess with their boy at New Orleans they 
had become completely reconciled to Mr. 
de la Bretesche, who took charge of his 
daughter and grandson, using his influence to 
obiain for the prince a colonelcy in the con- 
federate army.

Camille de Polighac served throughout the 

war, attaining the rank of major general. 


Rut when it became apparent that the cause 
of the confederacy was doomed, and when, 


mcreover, Mr. de la Bretesche found himself 
a ruined man, it was considered advisable for 
princess de Polignac and her boy to return to 


France, it being understood that the prince 


would follow a little later on. On her arrival 
In Paris she was kindly received by her 
mother-in-law, the English born Princess 
Jules de Polignac, who not anly treated her 
as her son's full fledged wife, but was wont 
to show herself everywhere with her, the 
te women and the child driving out every 
afternoon in the Bois de Boulogne. By de- 
grees this intimacy cooled off, presumably in 
deference to letters received from her son in 
America by the old princess, who eventually 
ceased to provide for the wants of her daugh- 
ter-in-law and grandson. 

When, at length, Prince Camille returned 
to France, he not only made no effort to re- 
join his wife and child but declined to have 
anything whatsoever to do with them, point- 
ing out to the unfortunate woman that his 
purely religious marriage possessed no status 
in the eyes of French law, that she was not 
entitied to style herself his wife, or to use 
the name of princesse de Polignac, and that 
the boy had no claims on him, save those, 
perhaps, of an neee offspring. 


Several years cer and during the life- 
time of his first wife, the prince, ighoring her 
entirely in the matter, contracted a second 
marriage with the enormously wealthy Aus- 
trian heiress; Marte Langenberger, who set- 
tled upon him $250,000 on the day of their 


ij wecding. She died soon after giving birth 


to a daughter, who inherited all her fortune, 
save the money settled on the prince, who 
has likewise a life interest in the Langen- 
berger chateau of Podwein, in Austria. The 
daughter is now married to the count de Cha- 
barnes. 

Subsequently Prince Camille, still during 
the Hfetime of his American wife, from 
whom, of course, he had never been divorced, 
either in France or anywhere else, contracted 
a third matrimonial alliance, this time with 
an Englishwoman, a Miss Margaret Knight 
of Wolverley, West Kidderminster, and it is 
ihe eldest daughter of this third marriage— 
namely: Princess Mabel de Polignac, whose 
marriage to the Vicomte Michel is about to 
take place. 

After Prince Camille de Polignac’s mar- 
risge to the Austrian heiress the ex-American 
princess had found a Roumanian diplomat of 
the name of Vranas who had been willing to 
make her his wife, notwithstanding the scan- 


dal that Prince Camille had heaped on her 


head. Unfortunately he died a couple of 
years later, but the union had at least this 
effect, that it placed his widow beyond the 
reach of starvation, since it brought her a 
pension of $50 a month from the Roumanian 
government. 

In course of time Mme. de Vranas died, and 
her son thereupon sought the assistance of 


his father, Prince Camille, to procure him. 


some position in the consular or diplomatic 
service. Theprince, however, contented him- 
self with offering his son a place as workman 
in a factory, and then as salesman at one of 
the great retail dry goods storesin Paris, de- 
clining any other form of assistance, and, 
by way of adding insult to injury, expressed 
doubts as to whether he was really his father 
and as to the honor of the young man’s 
mother. This drove the young man to des- 
peration, and, visiting Camille's house during 
his absence, he Hespattered the curtains of 
his rooms with petroleum and get them 
alight. Arrested and charged with arson, 
the young man explained in court that he 
had merely set the curtains on fire in order 
te attract public attention to his wrongs and 
was in consequence thereof acquitted—jury, 
court, and public manifesting much strong 
feeling against the prince. 
— 

With regard to Prince Camille’s future son- 
ir:-law I am afraid that his title of viscount 
is open to serious question. For his father 
was old Michel Pasha, who made an enor- 
mous fortune at Constantinople, partly asa 
contractor, and partly, too, as the head of the 
lighthouse department of the Ottoman em- 
pire. He was a man of the humblest origin 
end a great character in his way, who never 
dreamed of posturing as an aristocrat or of 
boasting of being anything else than a self- 
made man. 

Possibly his son may have obtained a title 
of nobility from the vatican. But, in the 
firs. place, the papacy does not grant the 
tithe of viscount, and, in the second, papal 
titles cannot by law be borne in France save 
with the official consent of the French gov- 
ernment, which has never been granted since 
the overthrow of the empire just six and 
thirty years ago.

Menace Is to Country, Not to Aliens. 

Everything was clean, airy, and sanitary. 
The charge of ill treatment or slavery falls 
flat when confronted with existing condi- 
tions. The dangers in the experiment Ile 
entirely outside the compound, and menace 
the country, not the aliens imported into it. 

In the operation of most of.the mines of 
the famous Witwatersrand (White water 
reef) the task is curiously divided among 
four great nationalities. The English own 
them; the Jews finance them; as a rule the 
engineering corps is composed of Americans;

Of course there are excéptions. Some of the 


mines are worked by Kaffirs, and some have 
English or German engineers, while some t 
the active financiers are of various nation- 
alities.

Most of the American engineers are Call- 
fornians, or have had their early training in 
the mines out In the western part of our 
country. This makes an important colony 
of Americans in Johannesbusg. Anenergetic 
and forceful] element they are, meddling 
little actively in politics but indirectly in- 
fluencing the community in the direction of 
absolute local freedom, and in no small de- 
gree responsible for the intolerance of out- 
side interference which characterizes the 
Place.

Colonies Held by Frail Thread. 


Probably in none of the British dependen- 
cies is there so much disaffection as in South 
Africa. England holds these colonies by a 
frail thread. When the controversy as to 
the employment of Chinese labor was most 
acute some six months ago, and the new Hb- 
eral government issued the statement that it 
would forthwith stopany further importation 
of Chinese, both sides to the dispute in the 
Transvaal promptly joined’ forces and ve- 
hemently protested against such unwarrant- 
ed interference. Far more important than 
any industrial problem was the question of 
their right to manage their own affairs. 
Again, when a month or so later the same 
government forbade the execution of some 
native rebels in Natal, the whole of South 
Africa rose in protest. The Natal ministry 
resigned, and.from Rhodesia to the Cape the 
country seethed with rage. 

The present governor of the Transvaal and 
Orange River colonies, the successor to Lord 
Milner, is Lord Selborne, who has proved 
himself a persona grata to the conflicting 
elements. Lord Milner did excellently in the 
days when war was rending the land. He 
had a firm Hand and a dogged tenacity of 
purpose. But. when peace descended and 
tact and concillation became necessary he 
was found wanting. He is a German by birth 
and early training and the stubborn Teuton

~ “ ADTOBIOGRAPHY,” of which Messrs. 
E. F. Dutton & Co. are th@ american pub- 
lishers. The book is in two stout volumes 
with 
in color. It is not only an important but it 
ig an unusually interesting book. The duke 
of Argyll was not an eveny day duke—he was 
an important member of the British aris- 
tocracy. Beginning his political career at 


place in Lord Aberdeen's ministry, and he 
virtually passed out of politics after his 
quarrel with Mr. Gladstone in 1881 over 
the second Iriah land bill. , 

This autobiography was begun in 1897, but 
is only carried down from the childhood of 
the duke till 1857. After that his editor, the 
dowager duchess, of Argyll, takes up the 
task. The second volume is filed with let- 
ters and speeches—some of them important, 
others unimportant. Of course a@ man of 
the duke of Argyll's position knew every 
man and woman of importance of his day— 
and there re some important men and 
women in his day, especially in the early 
years, when Macaulay,’ Disraeli. “Sam” 
Rogers, Hallam, Gladstone, Tennyson, Spen- 
cer, only to name a few. were living: The 
duke of Argyll’s pleasant relations with the 
queen were due to the fact that he was not 
only a Scotchman but the father-in-law of 
her daughter. They were on particularly 
friendly terms, and there are a number of 
her majesty's letters to the duke published 
in this book for the first time. 

London from 1844 to 1852 was full of famous 
writers and statesmen. Holland hcuse was 
in Its glory, and its breakfasts at the height 
of their fame. Early in the 50 the duke 
of Argyll bought a house at Campden hill. 
It hed four acres of land about it and was 
nent to Holland park. At this time the 
banker poet, Samuel Rogers, was living. Of 
him the duke says: 

“TI cannot say I liked him, even ae much 
as I could Uke his smooth and mellifuocus 
lines. He was hideous to behold.”’ 

The duke only met Sydney Smith once. 


This was at a dinner given by George 


Greville’s second son, Thomas: 

“He was a bulky man. with a large and 
powerful head, a curved nose, and a tre- 
mendous chin. He was evidently unwell, 
and as regards any expected contribution 
to the conversation from him, the dinner 
was a complete failure. He hardly spoke, 
and seemed dull and oppreseed.’’ 

Samuel Wilberforce, who was appointed to 
the deanery of Westminster in 1845, was a 
close friend of the duke of Argyll and his 
wife. 

We used to go almost every Sunday after- 
noon to hear his sermons in the abbey. It 
was impossible at that time not to be struck 
with the great charm of hie count ce, the 
earnestness of his eloquence, and the singular 
beauty of hie voice. I beHeve him to have 
been from first to last a thoroughly good 
man, anxious to use his great gifts for the 
best in his master’s service.“ | 

The principal breakfast givers at this time 
were Bishop Wilberforce, Monckton Milnes, 
afterward Lord Houghton: Henry Hallam. 
the historian; Macaulay, and Lord Mahon. 
Some of these breakfast givers had a certain 
speciaity about their guests. 

At Monckton Milnes’ table one was pretty 
sure to meet some political refugee from the 
storms of continental revolution, amongst 
whom his selection was not conventional. 
Milnes was not particular. I doubt if there 
were many kinds of political crime which 
would have excluded any refugee from 
Milnes’ hospitality. It was at his table that 
I met Herbert Spencer, the philosopher. Lord 
Mahon was pretty sure to have any distin- 
guished foreigner of the higher class that 
might be caught in London. There I met 
Guizot, the fallen minister of a fallen 
dynasty; the other was Alexis de Tocqueville, 
author of the celebrated book. upon democ- 
racy, which had then an immense reputation 
in the world.”’ 

Macaulay threw out a pretty wide net in 
selecting his guests for breakfast. 

His polltieal as well as his literary friends 
figured largely there. But it mattered little 
who formed the party, so far as conversation 
was concerned, for nobody listened to any- 
body except to Macaulay himself. Macaulay 
was the only great conversationalist I have 
ever heard. Of course it was peculiar. There 
was little give and take.’ It was more like 
soliloquy than conversation. If any one did 
interfere, perhaps to ask a question, Macau- 
jay would instantly reply, Don't you re- 
member? and then recommence with endless 
quotations in Illustration of his reply. Some 
people thought it oppressive, and Sydney 
Smith's famous joke about Macaulay’s bril- 
llant ‘ flashes of silence’ was as true as it was 
witty.. This must have been the feeling of 
men who, like Sydney Smith, wished them- 
selves to talk.“ 

Gladstone’s breakfasts were always most 
agreeable. His guests were drawn from & 
variety of sources. : 

“They were widely miscellaneous. Art 
and thedlogy, as well as mere literature, 
sent their contingents; whilst, of course, the 
ranks of politicians were often represented. 
It was at one of these parties that I first 
saw Arthur Balfour, of whom our host spoke 
to me in highly appreciative terme.“ 

Not only did the duke of Argyle meet the 
most distinguished of his own countrymen, 


London, among them Charles Sumner, whom 
he describes as “a tall, good looking man, 
very erect in attitude, with a genial smile and 
a very intellectual expression. We became 
very intimate friends, and he visited us re- 
peatediy at Inveraray. I always found his 
conversation full of charm, not only from 
his devotion to one great cause, but from 
his wide and cultivated interest in literature 
and in art. Prescott, the historian of Fer-

Among other Americans who came to Lon- 
don in 1849 was Emerson, the celebrated 
essayist.”

“They both held the same aberrant place 
in the literature of their time—a place which 
defied -classification—voices Uke those of 
prophets crying in the wilderness, and when 
listened to, dimly understood. And yet noth-

Another cook book anda whopper! Three 
thousand three hundred recipes and complete 
menus for every day in the year, that is what 
is contained in Alexander Filippini’s “ IN- 
TERNATIONAL COOK BOOK.” (Double- 
day, Page & Co.) The recipes were gathered 
by the famous chef of Delmonico’s during a 
long experience anda trip around the world, 
in which he visited over 400 cities and secured 
the secret of many foreign dishes. 

To show something of the variety and scope 
of the book, it contains over 400 different 
ways of preparing eggs, 400 recipes for soups, 
550 for fish, 40 for lobstem 190 for beef, 90 for 
lamb, 80 for mutton, 50 for oysters, 165 for 
poultry, 48 for game, 60 for pork, 90 for veal,” 
including 38 for sweetbreads, 340 for vegeta- 
bles, including 114 for potatoes, 90 for sauces, 
G for salads, 30 for side dishes, 500 for des- 
serts, including 54 for ice cream, 14 for iced 
jellies, 26 for iced punches, 68 for puddings, 
11 for iced puddings, and 42 for fruits. Be- 
sides these there are recipes for sauces for 
puddings and cakes, appetizers, after dinner 
cordials, claret and champagne cups, coolers, 
punches, chocolate, tea—Chinese mace—and 
coffee. ;

A recent addition to the literature of ante 
arctic research is THE SIEGE OF THE 
SOUTH POLE,” by Hugh R. Mill (Frederick. 
A. Stokes-company), in which an attempt is 
made to give as fully as possible within the 
limits of a book of 440 pages a record of all 
the voyages of exploration that ever have 
bhebn made with a view to discovering an 
antaretic continent or the south pole. Though 
the author never has been within 2,000 miles 
of the antarctic circle, as he confesses, yet it 
has been his privilege to possess the personal 
friendship of nearly all the living explorers 
who have sailed to far southern latitudes, and 
Eis history, so far as modern exploration is 
concerned, is based on their narratives. As to 
the earlier voyages, with their comparatively 
meager discoveries, his work expresses the 
result of the reading of thirty years.” The 
great preponderance of the north temperate 
zone in population, wealth, education, and 
enterprise has led ‘naturally to @ greater {n- 
terest in the mysteries of the north polar 
circle than in those of its antipodes. The dimi- 
culties of arctic voyaging, m@reover, appear 
to be less formidable. Roughly speaking, 
everything in that region has been discovered 
except the location of the pole itself, while 
the barrier of ice that presurhably surrounds 
the sbuth pole has proved thus far to be im- 
penetrable. For the average reader, per- 
haps, this book will possess little interest, but 
those who find a charm in the antarctic 
circle and the attempts that have been made 
to add to the stock of human knowledge per- 
taining thereto will welcome it asa concise 
cumming up of all that has been either 
learned or conjectured concerning It.

Louts XIV. from 1627 to 1652. Now, in an- 
other volume, he completes his study of 
the period with “LOUIS XIV. AND LA 
GRANDE MADEMOISELLE.” Rather curi- 
ously, M. Barine has shown himself to feel 
the keener interest in the lady, and his bio- 
graphical comments upon the, grande 
monarque are less personal and sympathetic 
than those which relate to Mademoiselle 
de Montpensier. 

The story of her life is a pathetic one, no 
question—all the more pathetic because she 
appeared te her contemporaries to be ridicu- 
lous. As undisciplined and as impatent of 
control as Louls himself, the princess de 
Montpensier was always at the bidding of 
her imperious cousin. She. was an ardent 
lover of wit, yet, because of her position, was 
often made to pay fer it. She enjoyed re- 
bellion and as a Frondedse was regarded 
with suspicion by the king. She had purity 
in a day of almost universe license, and she 
would not, therefore, accept alliances with 
mad, diseased, or foul minded sovereigns. 
She was romantic and after 40 conceived 
a mortal love for a Gascogne adventurer of 
cryptic character, who gave her no love in 
return, and from whom the king eventually 
and finally separated her—a separation in 
which the dungeon at Pignerol played its 
effective part. With a passion for ruling 
she was given only playthings. Her great 
courage was wasted; hemgenerosity of na- 
ture but helped to her defeat, and her vanity 
often obscured the real nobility of her char- 
acter. 

It is not sufprising that this, her latest 
biographer, should ‘turn continually from 
consideration of tine and the king to 
hie close scrutiny of this dominating yet pit- 
lable woman, who drained her cup of life 
with such enviable zest, and who quaffed 
eo much gall with her wine. La Grande 
Mademoiselle lived’ to the age of 65, and her 
haughty and beautiful eyes knew tears of 
great bitterness and humiliation. Youth 
slipped from her while she dreamed, and her 
old age was one of disillusion and loneli- 
ness. : 

M. Barine has succeeded in giving a de- 
tailed and curious picture of the time, and

Corporation Counsel’s Office Declares 
e Board Has No Right 
to Charge City. 


The corporation counsel's office gave the 
council finance committee yesterday an opin- 
ion that the drainage trusteés must furnish 
ths city what electric power it needs for its 
owr. purposes free of all cost. The committee 
had previously voted to reject a proposal of 
the trustees to sell the power to the city at 
$15 a horse power a year, on the ground that 
that price carried a profit, and the city should 
get the power at cost. 

The opinion of yesterday was a triple af- 
fair, signed by Corporation Counsel Lewis 
and Arsistants Maclay Hoyne and William 
D Barge. 

„Knowing that the sanitary district is 
merely a great public convenience,“ says the 
opinicn, and is merely an expedient de- 
vice to enable the city of Chicago to. carry 
oa a great work that it could not undertake 
as a city by reason of the constitutional debt 
limit, it is clear to us that the power de- 
viiaped by the sanitary district shall be for 
the use of the municipality and municipal 
purposes, and none other.“ 

It is explained that what power the city 
gets from the trustees it must use itself.

“ Persone who can handle mail sacks and 
push trucks laden with a ton of mail mat- 
ter are what we need at the present time,” 
said Postmaster F. A. Busse. 

Women cannot do thie work; hence the 
call for men applicants. There are many po- 
sitions in the postoffice that can be and are 
filled by women, but none is now vacant. I 
have nothing against women employés and 
do not desire to be so understood. 


HONORED BY HOLLAND’S QUEEN 


George Birkhoff Jr. Is Promoted ‘to 
Rank of Consul General in Chi- 
cago for the Netherlands. 


George Birkhoff Jr., who for twenty years 
has been consul for the Netherlands at Chi- 
cago, has been raised by Queen Wilhelmina 
to the rank of consul general.
